ORIGIN OF DANCES.

How the Jig, the Country Dance, the Lan
ccrs and Others Came Jnto IScing.

Our national pride should to somo extent
bo satisfied by tho admission, in which all
foroign exponents of tho code of Terpsichore
are unanimous, that tho French "eontro-danse-"

is a deportation from England and is a
corruption of our country dauee and old
English rural exercitation uelonging to
Maypole times saysja writer in London Tele-
graph.

Wuh-cqu- frankness our neighbors ac
knowledge that they own tho jig to John Bull,
although their etyusologyof tho word is some- -
what eccentric. Tlioy spell it "glgue," for tho
reason that the rapid bounding movements of j

the uanco agitato tne top oi too call or tne j

log, or ''gigot;' but although "jlgot" is a
n Scottickm for a leg of mutton,

"giguo" is synonymous with tho old English
word "gig," which means u fiddle, any littlo
thing which is whirled around in a play, a
top. r. romp, a long, unrrow rowing Lont. a
one-hor- chaise, and a short dart or har-
poon. According to old Tussor, in his "Five
Hundred Points of Husbandry," "flsgig." or
"ilshgig," was a common name for a dog,
and it is tolerably clear that tho verb "to gig--

W meaning to laugh in a rapid and inele- -
gant manner, is also derived from "gig."

Tho gavotto is a French dance racy of the
soil and dories its namo from tho Gavots, a
race of mountaineers in tho envirous of Gap,
while "Isiaul's rigacoon,".tho meaning of
which so soroly puzzled .English eighteeuth-centur- y

critics, is simply a dance called tho
rigodon. inveaiod by ono Iligaud, a danciilg
master of Marseilles.

Tho araband, so often written about and
so littlo understood, was a grave and noble
dance of Spanish origin, in which Xinon de
l'Enclos was a charming proficient, accom-
panying herself as she did with tho castanets,
while tho cornnto, in which Charles LT ex-

celled, is only an adaptation of the Spanish
seguidilln. When the allied armies iuvadod
France in 1814 they found that tho favorite
dance, both in the most aristocratic salons
and tho humblest villo guinguettes. wore the
"contrednnse," which is an Euglish pastime,
and tho quadrille, tho development of tho
country dnnce, tho flvo fingers of which
namely, tho "poulo," tho "pantalon," the
"ete," tho "pastourolle" and tho "treniso," or
"trcnitz" (tnolast possibly the name of a Ger-
man dnncing master) have long boon the de-

spair of philologists, nor, again, should it bo
forgotten that under the restoration this now
almost of ours favored
France with a delightful dance called the
lancers, probably so cnllod because it was
favored by the officers of British light-caval-

regiments.
For some Inexplicable reason the lancers

were hung up early iu the "Victorian era, but
some twenty years ugo or so the lancers, to
tho intense gratification of all lovers of a
most graceful rhythmical exercise, wcro re-

vived. Tho allied armies brought with them
tho waltz, which prior to 1814 had been
dnnced at Almnck's and bitterly satirized by
Byron.

Modern French experts, however, assevor- -
ato that the waltz is a vory old Provencal
dance, which so far back as the twelfth cen-

tury was known as the "volta," but howovor
that may be, it seems undeniable that the
world-famo- polka, which tho dancing mns-te- r,

Coulon, introduced into France about
184-i- , and which owed mueh of its popularity
to its figures being illustrated by tlio brilliant
pencil of Gavarui, originally came from Po-

land or Hungary or from somo remote dis-

trict of Southeastern Europe.

CORRALED BY RATTLERS.

An Army Engineer's Fxciting Xight on n
Mountain in the Northwest.

"Wo reached tho Wolf "Mountain, In tho
Big Horn country, ono day in' September,"

"A loud jell hhowetl that he had been

struck, and immediately a do.on or more
wolves who had been ilune by set up a howl-
ing, whieli iu the still night air could have been
heard for mile aroun 1. For an hour or two
all was quiet, when a solitary howl a few
jards from me was answered by a dozen
others not a hundred jards away. It was
too dark to see an animal of the size of a
wolf more than twenty feet away,.but, trust-
ing to luck, I took the direction of the pack
as near as possible, and sent three shots at
them .13 rapidly as I could tire.

Only two were found whose rattles had
tutned gray. Wo could hnve destroyed hun-
dreds more had our time not been too val-
uable to waste in such sport. Weawbut
few rattlers aiter leaving this point, but the
wolves made night hideous until wo reached
tho Liltlo Missouri River, a month later."
